Up Through Houghtonville, 


THIS THE MAIN CLUE NOW 


But the Murderers of Henry and Blanche Reed 


Seem Far From Detection, and the Case 


Looks Hard, Inpest Began May and 


Will Take Several Days, Reed Made 


Mortgages in Miss Ray's Name. 


The murder mystery this forenoon was the time and the officers have gotten rest 


•ppurantly In the balance for some hours 
and which way the beam would go was 
not very clear. It looked equally as if the 
beam would move in favor of the state or 
in iavor of the criminal, leaving the 
murder of Henry F. Beed and Miss 
Blanche M. Beed, his sister, as much of a 
myetery, a» it was when the bodies were 
found in their blood in the rickety and 
disci dely little dwelling on Webster ave- 
r>o»Satnrday forenoon. The officers were 
circling around something it appeared, 
and whether this something was illusive 
or cot probably not even the officers could 
•ay. 


Locating tfce Criminal. 


From the way the officers have been 


working it looks as if they were in the 
hope of locating the criminal or criminals 
in tlie very heart of this law-abiding com- 
munity, not many rods away from the 
Ecens of the terrible crime, or in the di- 
rection of Stamford, Vt. The detectives 
and the officers asusting them have cov- 
ered many miles of territory and have 
(coured the hills of Florida and the Ver- 
mont towns that border on this state. 
Teams have been rushing practically all 


only at distant intervals and little then. 
Florida and Stamford roads have been 
most travelled and many a farm house 
has been as much haunted by Beed dead 
as troubled by Beed living, 


Probably In tile city. 


A rumor substantiated as far as the ac- 


tions of the detectives can substantiate it 
is that the murderer is close at hand, that 
he lives in the neighborhood which re- 
cently claimed the murdered persons as 
resident*. A man, said to be a lawless 
character, is said to be suspected. He in a 
peddler nnd has defied law so far that he 
sells liquors from his peddler's wagon. He 
is known as a man who drinks, and rather 
a desperate character when excited to re- 
venge by real or fancied wrongs. He also 
is said to have a wagon corresponding to 
the one seen driven out by the man who 
wore the white hat, the night of the mur- 
der, and the man is said to wear just that 
kind of a hat. The white hat is a fixture 
with reference to the crime and criminal 
and may figure conspicuously in the 
case. 


Attempts are being made to locate the 


criminal some place in the direction of 


Stamford, perhaps around Clarksburg. 
Working on the theory that the man who 
left the lane Friday night about the time 
of the murder in a wagon was probably 
the criminal, work haa been begun to find 
in what direction the wagon went. It has 
been traced over the Holden street bridge 
and into Clarksburg. George Lidford and 
Frank Stockton saw the team drive over 
the bridge. Mr. Lidford talks about it in 
this way: 


George Lldford'n 'Story. 


Mr. Lidford said: "Frank and I go about 


together a great deal and on Friday night 
we were at tbe hotel playing pool until 
11,45, as near as we can put it. It might 
have been a little earlier than that when 
we said 'good night,' but not much. 


"We came up Main street, turned up 


Holden street, and walked as far as 
Frank's boarding place. We sat down on 
the front steps talking and smoking cig- 
arettes from the time we reached there 
until soon after 1. From where we sat we 
could see anyone who passed up or down 
the street. 


"Very soon after we sat down a hack 


drove up, belonging to Jacob Coon, who 
lives on Biver street, just across 
the 


bridge. We saw no one on foot pass in 
either direction, and I am sure that no 
carriage went by. We heard no sounds of 
any kind from that time on until I started 
to go. I heard the clock in the boarding 
house strike 1 as I started to go, Frank 
offered me another cigarette, and we 
stood talking for a few minutes more. 
Then I said that it was getting late and I 
had to get home. Frank said he would 
walk down the street with me, so we 
started out. 


Horse Before Tliem. 


"We had walked a little way down 


toward Beed street, but were still some 
distance away from it, when we both 
heard a carriage in front of us. The horse 
was pounding the road hard, and was evi- 
dently being driven for all there was in 
him. So suddenly was our attention at- 
tracted to the buggy that we did not see 
where it had come from. There are only 
two places from which it could have been 
driven, or else it would have passed by us 
while we were sitting on the front step8 
of my friend's boarding house. It either 
was driven out of Reed street, or else it 
came from the lane leading from the tene- 
ment house opposite the Beed home, 


'•The carriage looked to us like an open 


buggy, and it went across the bridge 
flying, the horse's feet making a great 
racket on tbe boards of the bridge. 
Frank remarked to me that that fellow 
was in a good deal of a hurry, and he 
certainly was. We walked down the street 
rapidly after the buggy, and saw it turn to 
the right across the bridge, and up Biver 
street. As we walked toward the bridge 
we could still d stinctly hear the hoof beat 
of the horse along the road in the direc- 
tion of the Eagle street crossing. 


"We stood on the bridge for several 


minutes, but suppose that the carriage 
had either kept on straight ahead or else 
turned to the left up Eagle street, for the 
horse was not turned toward the town 


again, or else we would have he»Td th e 
sound as he crossed the bridge. 


Cliolce of RoiiteN. 


Op till this afternoon the buggy had 


been traced no further than the Holden 
street bridge. The choice of thrae 
routes was then open to tbe 
driver 


up Biver street, through North Holden 
street, or down Biver and up Honghton 
street. 
The North Holden street route 


or Houghton street route could lead up to 
Clarksburg direct. The other route would 
lead through the road at the Eagle mill 
out on Union street and through the 
Beaver or along North Eagle street and 
up into the same country. Any route 
from Holden street will take one into the 
same territory and it is probable that the 
man who drove that wagon lives in Clarks- 
burg, Stamford or some village beyond. 


Tlirougli HonslnonvHle. 


It is believed the team went up Hbugh- 


tonville. Several persons on that street 
heard sounds of a, team being rapidly 
driven-up that street about 1.30 o'clock 
Saturday morning or later. Further up, 
into Clarksburg, came reports of the team 
and all state the horse was being driven 
rapidly. Mrs, M. F. Coleman, Mrs. Clark 
and a number of others heard the team 
pass. None of them looked out to see. 
Mrs. George Moshier heard a team drive 
very rapidly down the street about 11 
o'clock and heard one drive back up at 
about the same rate of speed at 1.30. Some- 
thing unusual must have prompted the 
driver to run so madly up so steep a hill. 


Wttli Reed at Xylonite. 


This brings interest back onto the 


Clarksburg road and the tact that a 
Clarksburg farmer was with Mr. Beed a 
good part of Friday afternoon fits to some 
extent into the series of facts. It is also 
stated that a Clarksburg man was seen 
with Mr. Beed at Hoosac Valley park to 
which they drove. Later the Clarksburg 
man was seen driving from the park In 
the direction of Zylonlte with a woman in 
the wagon. Mr. Reed is not connected 
with anyone after that time. 


Mr*. Fairfleld'* later Story. 


The story of Mrs. Fairfleld, as told Sun- 


day to reporters, and the testimony of the 
two young men who can trace the buggy 
across the bridge and driving towards 
Stamford, are most interesting in detail. 
Mrs, 
Fairfleld 
saw a Concord buggy, 


driven by a man wearing a light hat and 
dark clothes, drive out of the lane about 1 
a. m. or a little after, and some few mo- 
ments later saw a man walk hurriedly up 
the lane toward Holden street, following 
the direction of the carriage. 


The woman recollected a number of ad- 


ditional materiel facts in this connection 
Sunday, after she had recovered from the 
effects of the shock which the murders 
gave her. 


"I have been thinking over what oc- 


curred Friday night," she said, "and I 
recall that I heard a number of noises 
which I did not take particular notice of 
at the time. 


"As I have said, I was working in my 


kitchen for some time before I saw this 
carriage driven out of the lane. I should 


say that it was fully 15 minutes before th« 
buggy drove past that I heard the sounds 
coming from some place out back of our 
house. 


"I uid not hear any carriage drive in,bu); 


perhips I can explain that later. My at- 
tention was first attracted by the barking 
of a little black and tan dog owned by 
Amos Bresseau, who lives upstairs in the 
further end of the four-tenement house, 
opposite Seed's front door and just across 
the lane. The dog is a puppy and they 
have kept him in the house for fear he 
would run away, if allowed to go out 
without being watched. 


Were the Sounds Pistol Slioto. 


"This dog was barking loudly, and 


some time after he commenced to bark I 
heard a noise which sounded like some 
one stamping upon a soft surface. It was 
like that made by a horse's hoofs stamp- 
Ing hard upon bedding in his stall. In 
fact, I thought it was one of our horses in 
the barn stamping on account of the flies. 


"This was not kept up very long, and 


then I heard a sharper sound which I 
thought at the time was made by the 
horse striking his hoofs sharply against 
the sides of his stall I did not hear much 
noise of this character, as it stopped right 
off, and in fact all the noise that I had at- 
tributed to the restive horses ceased 10 
minutes or so before I saw the carriage 
drive by. 


"I do not know, of course, whether it 


was our horses stamping that I heard at 
the time, and all I can say is that the 
sounds ceased before the carriage ap- 
peared. 


"I would probably have not seen the 


carriage at all but for the neighing of 
the horse that drew it. 
I was moping 


the floor and I heard a horse neigh once- 
It startled me because I did not know but 
that it was one of our horses out of the 
barn. The horse neighed down the lane 
before he reached the spot where I could 
see the carriage from my kitchen. 


IHrs. Fairfleld Saw TVFO men Plainly. 


"I walked to the doorway and stood 


looking out toward the lane. 
Just as I 


reached the door I saw this horse, at- 
tached to the Concord buggy, walkine up 
the lane toward Holden street. It was not 
real light and I could not make out the 
features of the man who sat alone on the 
seat, but he wore a light hat, either straw 
or linen, and a dark suit of clothes. The 
horse might have been durk red or black. 
I did not attach any significance to this, 
as it is common for carriages to be driven 
in and out of the lane at all hours of the 
night. 


"I went to the pantry, got a doughnut 


and a glass of milk, and was standing at 
the kitchen window, which looks out on 
to the lane, when I saw a man walking 
hurriedly up the lane toward Holden 
street. It could not have been but a tew 
minutes from the time I watched the 
horse and buggy until I observed the 
other man walk by. I did not have a 
chance to see the faces of either man, and 
cannot tell either of the men if I saw 
them again. 


"I had my clothes outron the line at the 


time I saw the man walk by and I thought 
at first he might be a thief. I heard Bres- 
sau's dog barking loudly all the time, and 
for some time after the carriage left. I 
thought they might let the animal out, so 
I went out into the yard to place a board 
in front of my chicken coop, but I neither 
saw or heard anything more." 


On Thursday Mrs. Fairfield says a man 


and his nephew, whose names she did not 
know, called, and the neighbors heard the 
loud talk between the men and Miss Keed. 
Henry Beed was absent at the time. 
When the callers had left Miss Beed came 
to Mrs. Fairfield's house and complained 
of the treatment the men had given her, 
saying that the younger of the two had 
insulted her grossly, and she did not care 
to repeat the language he had used to her 


Miss Ray Intimate Wltli Keed. 


Sunday something romantic was brought 


into the case. 
Miss Jennie Bay, whose 


home is with Mrs. Cook on North Holden 
street, is said to have been a friend of the 
murdered man. Just how close their re- 
lations were is not known. It is denied 
on good authority that there was an en- 
gagement, but the fact of chattel mortg- 
ages of Beed's being made in her name, 
as given below, shows that their relations 
were very close. 


This young woman who received con- 


siderable attention from Mr. Beed is Mi's 
Jennie Bay, 31, born in Watervilie, 
Me. She came to North Adams three years 
ago and became forewoman in the Ellis 
wrapper factory. She lived with Mrs.C.H. 
Cook of North Holden street. Last Tues- 
day Miss Bay left on her vacation to Oak- 
land, Me., and was accompanied to the 
train by Mr. Beed. Miss Bay is now out of 
the city. She has been notified of the 
crime and requested to como home, for it 
is believad she knows more about Mr. 
Beed's business, outside what his papers 
show, than any other person. Something 
he may have confided to her might prove 
of great value to the officers. 
Heed made {mortgage* in Miss Ray's 


Name. 


An examination of the record of chat- 


tel mortgages kept by City Clerk Brooker 
shows that a number of Heed's mortgages 
were recorded in Jennie Bay's name and 
Beed signed them as witness. The last of 
these recorded was dated April 13 and 
was given by James H. Grimes for £59 ad- 
vanced on a gray and bay horse, an ice 
cart and set of harnesses, mortgage to 
run three month?. 


Another was; given by James W. Cole, 


date of March is for $19.50 on carpenter's 
tools and a chamber set. 


Another of these mortgages in Miss 


Bay's name was given by George D. 
Cleveland, date of February 18, for f 36 on 
a tool chest and contents. 


Beside these, all the other mortgages 


recorded were in Blanche M. Reed's name 
save one, which was in Beed's own name 
given by John L. Morgan, March 11,1897, 
for $20 on a pony and harness. 


Bctcrtl-ncs' Work Sunday. 


State Detectives Whitney, Pease arid 


Hammond, with Chief of Police Kendall 


and Deputy Sheriffs Prink and Maloney, 
spent the day in a search of the premises 
occupied by the Reeds, and also in a care- 
fel examination of the books and papers 
of the deceased pawnbroker. 


They found a careful record of all the 


cash he had received and paid out in 
years, with the names of all of the men 
with whom he did business almost pre- 
cisely laid out in the cash book he kept. 
Every man who has resorted to this exact- 
ing financier has his name and the 
amount of the loan inscribed on Beed's 
books. 


According to the books the last trans- 


action of Henry Beed was on Thursday. 
On that day he purchased a farm over in 
Clarksburg for S1.300. This fact was found 
through the papers left by Beed, but there 
was nothing to show from whom the 
csrchaee was made. 


This memorandum found among t^e 


Beed papers confirms the statement made 
by David Fairfield, which he says was 
made to him by Beed. 


As Mr. Fairfleld puts it. on Friday after- 


noon Mr. Beed called him over and said: 
"Fairfield, I have bought a farm over in 
Clarksburg." 


About tlic mortgaged, 


An examination 
of Keed's papers 


brought to light a number of mortgages, 
but the mortgagors were without excep- 
tion reputable people who are entirely 
above the suspicion of murder or any 
other serious crime. 
Evidence at tlie House Disappointing? 


While much information which may 


later be of service to the officers was 
found among the papers and books of the 
dead man, nothing which points directly 
toward the complicity of any one man in 
the murder appears to have been adduced. 
At least the detectives say not, and the 
search of the Reed premises gives fewer 


clues than was hoped for. The nnknow* 
Clarksburg sale is seemingly the only 
promise of development. 


Relative* Arrive Today. 


" M. J. Hapgood of Peru, Vt., and H. C. 
Eeynolds of Manchester Depot, Vt., ar- 
rived in the city this morning to take 
charge of the remains of Mr. and Mis* 
Reed as soon as tbe authorities would 
allow. The wives of Mr. Hapgood and 
Mr. Reynolds are nieces of the dead peo- 
ple. 
The men said they did not get tho 


news of the murder till Sunday afternoon, 
and thev came on £S soon aa possible. 


These gentlemen say the murdered peo- 


ple leave only a brother and a Bister, 
Thomas Beed, who Is connected in a re- 
sponsible capacity with the McCormiok 
Reaping Machine company of Chicago, 
and Mrs. Elmira Huggens of Boulder, 
Colorado. 


Messrs. Hapgood and Beynolds say they 


know but little about Reed's property 
matters, as he was very secretive con- 
cerning those things, 


The bodies will be taken to Manchester, 


Vt., Tuesday morning for burial in tho 
Beed family lot. 


Tlio luqueivt. 


The inquest was began shortly after 


noon today in the district court room be- 
fore Justice Woodhead and is held with 
closed doors. City Solicitor S. if. Thayer 
represents tbe commonwealth and the 
evidence is taken for District Attorney 
Gardner by Stenographer H. T. Oatman 
of Pittsfield. 


The inquest will probably occupy sev- 


eral days. The near neighbors of the 
Reed's are being examined this afternoon. 
Chief Kendall said there would be an ex- 
amination of every person who could even 
probably shed any light on the question 
of who might be guilty.

A JHFFEKKNT CRIME. 


Many people are saying just at present 


that the horrible crime committed Friday 
night in this city throws as bad reflection 
on the law and order of this city as did 
the MeCloud murder on the good name oj 
Bhelburne Falls. 


This is not true and only an unthinking 


pi rson can arrive at any such conclusion- 
The Shelburne Falls murder was the out 
growth of sottishness and loaferistn. It 
ca-ne of disrespect for all law and de- 
cency. It came of the same evil seed that 
hud produced a "gang" in that town, 
Liw was there repeatedly violated and a 
low moral condition allowed to prevail in 
tho town. 


These conditions do not prevail in this 


city. There are no dives here, no hell - 
holes where the morals of young men and 
boys can be systematically corrupted. 
The police are active and the community 
awake to its moral welfare. There is no 
moral stupor in this city. The Keed mur- 
d^r has not grown out of the public -vic- 
icnsness of the community,but rather, out 
ot single wickedness provoked probably 
by the hard business methods of the vic- 
tim himself. The crime leads to no such 
revelations of a whole community's lax 
moral condition as did the Shelburne 
Fulls 
murder.

Prof. Webster in murdering Parkman did 
not lead to the impeachment oi all of 
E arvard college nor the moral conditions 
pruvailing at Harvard college. So the 
malicious murder of Henry Keed and his 
sister in this city is tbe product of indi- 
vidual wickedness and not a product of a 
community's mora1 shortcomings.

died it seems now har.ily probable that 
the murderers were residents of the city, 
whether the motive of the crime was 
burglary or revenue. 


No, the city of North Adams as a com- 


munity cannot be charged in any degree 
with the responsibility for this crime. 
Such a crime may occur at any time in 
any community. But it is disappointing 
and a matter of chagrin that the crime 
was committed within a stone's throw of 
a policeman's beat and in the very heart 
of the city. It seems that crime has too 
little fear of our police.

THE ASSASSINATION OF CANOVAS. 


(From the Springfield Republican.] 


The assassin's bullet has struck down 


the strongest and ablest monarchical 
statesman of Spain at just the hour when 
the nation had most need of his rip$ skill 
and experience. Canovas del Castillo* 
since t tie return of the house of Bourbon, 
had been the main prop of tho throne in 
the Spanish peninsula.For 25 years, more- 
over, be had been the foremost man of 
the conservative party, and his death at 
this crisis at the hands of an anarchist 
may b<; the precursor of events even more 
doleful for existing institutions in that 
distracted and exhausted country. 


It is idle to predict what effect this un- 


toward event may have on the Cuban 
war. 
While the Spanish attempt to re- 


subjugate the island has not met with 
succeiF, of which the final responsibility 
must fo 11 upon the prime minister now ly- 
ing in death,theefforts made to consum- 
mate that end have, under Canovas, been 
characterized by an energy and formid- 
ablene.'.s that have surprised the world. 
He has sent the greatest army into 
Cuba 
that 
ever 
crossed 
the At- 


lantic, and in nothing that he could do 
to support the generals in the field has he 
failed, so far as military operations are 
concerned. His removal at this critical 
period is obviously a most serious blow to 
the Spanish cause in Cuba, since he, as did 
no one else, stood for the unbending de- 
termination never to withdraw the Span- 
ish authority from the unbappy isle. 
If 


the insurgents could better have lost an 
army than Maceo, so could Spain rather 
than Cauovas. 


The premier was an orator, a scholar 


and a literary light of great prominence 
in his own country, as well as a statesman 
of the foremost rank, and it is almost 
needless to say that his assassination is a 
shock and a grief to the American people. 
The series of disasters that have lately 
overtaken Spain ore mournful to contem- 
plate from any standpoint, and it is hoped 
that the statesmen who remain to carry 
her burdens at home and abroad will be 
able to guide her into more serene and 
peaceful paths. 


OOES. ON 


From all quarters comes the news of im- 


pioving business. Like a swelling tide, 
pi ospenty again seems to be flooding the 
l..nd. The luanth of August past recorded 
the smallest amount of failures in five 
years iu the United States. 


Dun's financial review of the week says 


that the pesshnisU who pronounced re- 
ports of gain fictitious and misrepresent- 
ing; have grown weary of their di9malst 
and begin to see the dawn of better days. 
L ist month was the first for four years in 
vmich the volume oi business reported by 
clearing houses was larger than in the 
tnme month ot 1802, and the telegraphic 
dispatches from all parts o£ the country 
given this week show a gratifying im- 
provement. Thio is partly due to a large 
jield of wheat and good prices, though 
the crop is probably not as larga nor are 
prices thus far as high as in 1892, but of 
cotton the price is higher, and the yield 
probably larger than la that year. Other 
farm products are realizing good prices, 
and the possible decrease in yield of corn 
may help to market the enormous sur- 
plus brought over from last year. 


After four years of extraordinary deprea- 


B.on, stocks advanced with a great handi- 
cap. Men whose experience does not go 
back to 1879 are apt to reason that a big 
reaction ought to have come long ago, 
and London has been selling heavily dur- 
ing the past week with that idea. But 
Lit week and weak before, after Tuesday, 
Mocks have risen every day, and the gen- 
eral average of railway securities is higher 
than at any time in four years except for 
a week or two in the fall of 1895. 


It i? tho wrong season to expect much 


h'om industries, and yet there has been a 
material increase in the number of hands 
employed in the iron manufacture be- 
c luse of the satisfactory adjustment of 
wages dispute with the Amalgamated 
association, and the opening of numer- 
ous establishments which have been wait- 
ing, while tho coal miners' strikes seem 
each day more likeJy to end in a perma- 
uent.settlement beneficial to both parties.

The father Is 6 
feet 6 inches tall and the son is 6 feet 3 
inches short. But the son Is only 20 years 
old, and there is a bare hope that he may 
attain even greater eminence, for I cannot 
imagine anything more boundless than 
the sphere of the college pitcher.—Boston

nrhich I have made use ot successfully. 
As there Is no article of food that enter* 
BO largely l»to out dally fare as bread, 
so no degree of skill In preparing other 
articles can compensate for lack of 
knowledge In the art of making goo a, 
palatable and nutritious bread. Of 
course you know that the flrst thing re- 
quired In making bread Is the soundness 
and sweetness of ajl the Ingredients UE*d 
for It. Salt is always used In bread mak- 
ing to destroy the raw insipid state of the 
Hour, and to make the dough rise bet- 
ter. In mixing with milk the milk should 
be boiled and then set aside to cool be- 
fore mixing. Simple, heating, I flnd, will 
not prevent bread from turning sour In 
the rislng^whlle boiling will act as a pre- 
ventatlve. 


Too small a proportion of yeast, or In- 


sufficient time allowed for the dough to 
rlne, will cause the bread to be heavy. 


Stale yeast produces instead of vinous 


fermentation, an acetous fermentation, 
which flavors the bread and makes It 
disagreeable Heavy bread will most 
likely be the result of making the dough 
very hard, and letting It become cold. 
The oven for baking bread should Be 
quite quick. The door should not be 
opened after the bread haa been put In 
until the dough has become firm. Bake 
from 50 to 60 minutes 
When baked, re- 


move the loaves Immediately from the 
pans and place where the air will circu- 
late about them freely and thus carry off 
the gas which has been formed, but Is 
no longer needed. 


Some people use scalding water !n 


making wheat bread. In that case the 
flour must be scalded and allowed to 
cool before the yeast is added. 


If you like crusts that are crisp do 


not cover the loaves; It you wish them 
to be soft and tender wrap them while 
still hot in several thicknesses of bread 
cloth In summer I make my bread with 
the scalding water, as it keeps moist 
much longer. I send you my recipe for 
making 


WHEAT BRBXD. 


Sift the flour Into a large bread pan or 


bowl, make a hole in the center of It and 
pour in the yeast (half a teacupful to two 
quarts of flour). Stir lightly and then 
pour in your "wetting," stir very lightly, 
but do not mix all the flour into It. Cover 
with a thick towel and set away in a warm 
place to rise. This is called "putting the 
bread in sponge." The next morning 
add a teaspoonful of salt and mix all 
the flour in the pan with the sponge, 
kneading it well. Let it stand two hours 
or more until it has risen quite light. Re- 
move the dough to the board and mold 
It again and again until the dough la 
elastic under the pressure of the hand. 
In molding cut into pieces and mold 
them together. Then form Into loaves and 
place in the tins. The loaves should 
come half way up the pan. Let them 
stand 10 or fifteen minutes, prick three or 
four times with a fork and bake In a 
quick oven. If through any mistake the 
aoueh becomes sour before you are 
ready to bake it, you can rectify it by 
adding a little dry super carbonate of 
eoda, molding It a long time to distribute 
the soda equally throughout the mass. 
Be sure and keep your bread well cov 
ered in a tin or stone crock, which should

PINEAPPLE: SHERBET. 


The Juice of one can of pineapples,two 


cups of sugar, two cups of water and 
one teaspoonful of gelatine are required. 
Ml* the water and eugar, adding th« 
gelatine, which has been soaking for a 
half of an hour in cold water; dissolve H 
In one-half clip of boiling water. Strain 
Into the freezer and then freeze as you 
would ice cream. 


CHESTNUT SAUCE. 


Chestnut sauce Is a very rech'erehi 


sauce, and good recipes for it are scarce. 
Shell one-half pound of chestnuts and 
scald till the skins can be peeled off eas- 
ily. Place these in a pan with one-half 
pint of veal stock, the rind of half a 
lemon and a little cayenne and salt to 
taste. Let this simmer tllf the chest- 
nuts are soft, pass it through a sieve, add 
a cupful of cream, let all simmer slowly 
for two minutes and then serve. 


HALF CUP CAKE. 


One-half cup of butter, one-half Cup 


of sugar, one-half cup of molasses, one- 
half cup of coffee, one-half cup of sweet 
milk, one egg, one and one-half teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder and enough flour 
to make it moderately stiff. Very good 
and is quite a favorite cup cake. 


GREEN COLORING. 


Take fresh spinach or beet leaves, and 


pound them in a stone mortar. When 
you have a teacupful of Juice, add to It 
a piece of alum the size of a pea and boll 
a lew minutes in a sauce pan. Bottle It 
air tight. If yqu want it for immediate 
use take off the green froth which rises 
in the mortar and mix it with the article 
you intend to color. A marble mortar is 
the best. 


RED COLORING. 


Take two cents worth of cochineal and 


lay it on a flat plate and bruise it with 
the blade ot a knife. Put It into half a 
teacupful of alcohol. Let It stand ten 
minutes and then filter it through fln« 
muslin. Alwa>s ready for Immediate1 use. 
Be' sure and cork the bottle tight. 


YELLOW COLORING. 


Take a little saffron and steep with a 
email quantity of cold water In an 
earthen vessel until it is a bright yellow. 
Strain and add half alcohol to it. 


To color fruit yellow boil the fruit with 


fresh lemon skins in water to cover them 
until the fruit is tender. 


LADY FINGERS. 


Put a half a pound of butter into 


one pound of flour and a half a pound of 
sugar, grate In the rind of two lemons, 
tqueeze in the juice of one, add three 
beaten eggs and make into rolls. When 
clone dip in chocolate icing. 


CHOCOLATE CAKE. 


One-half cup (scant) butter, creamed, 


one cup sugar, two eggs.whltes and yolks 
beaten separately, one-half cup sweet 
milk, two cups flour, two teaspoonfuls 
Cleveland's Superior Baking Powder. 
Boil together not quite one-quarter cake 
chocolate grated, one-half cup milk, yolk 
of one egg, one cup sugar and one tea- 
spoonful vanilla 
When cool add to tho

New York, Aug. 9—John W. Foster, 


ex-secretary of state, having reported to 
Secretary Sherman in Washington on 
Saturday the reault of his work across 
the Atlantic on the seal question, has 
returned to this city on his way to Lake 
Champlam to see President McKinley. 
A reporter found Mr. Faster in the PifUi 
Avenue hotel, but he was scarcely more 
tommumcative than he was upon his 
return from Europe. However, he con- 
firmed the report that the whole question 
would be reopened at the conference to 
be held in Washington in October.

but his presence depends somewhat on

his capacity as privy councellor, and that 
the argument for Canada will be made 
principally by George B. King, one of the 
justices of the supreme court of Canada.
